The principal administrative offices of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV) 
are scattered in the forests around Dai Tu, Thai Nguyen Province. The loca- 
tions of several of the government departments are as follows:

Ho Chi inh himself lives and works at Bo Dau, a community recently established 
by the DRV in the Dai Tu area. 


ALI of these offices are housed in wooden buildings, designed by the architect 
Luyen. At night the buildings are supplied with electricity generated by 
Diesel motors, which were supplied by the Chinese COEDS eB Nearby mountain 
caves serve as emergency shelters. 


Several important sections of the Communist Party of Indochina (PCI) were 
transferred to south China in mid-19h9. Low-level government offices, such 
as the Customs House and the office of Popular fducation, were moved to the 
Cao Bang-Bac KaneLang Son border area in late 1950. Storehouses for arms 
and food supplies are also scattered throughout the border area.
